Recent QRP-L discussion surrounding the Small wonder Labs DSW series of rigs 
is a result of the most recent temporary availability of these rigs which 
ended on or around 14 October 2000. The orders were placed then but some 
shipments remain to be made. 

The recent QRP-L thread on this subject was innocently begun by a fellow who 
had placed his DSW30 order back in October but who was now asking for advice 
as to whether he had chosen the 'right' band. 


Apparently, persons who had read a few responses but had not read his 
original post mistakenly thought that the DSW series was still available for 
order. 

I won't try to speak (too much :) for Dave, NN1G, the creator of the DSW 
series from Small Wonder Labs, but the primary reason for the original DSW 
series' demise is the scarcity of critical components such as the AD9835 DDS 
(in the TSSOP) chip and the SA612AN mixer/oscillator(in the DIP) chip. 
Lately, the shaft encoder (the rigs' tuning device) has also been difficult 
to obtain / design around. 

I'm only writing this because of posts I've read and because of emails I 
have received on this subject...no problem. 

I've never met Dave in person and I certainly have no inside information 
about his future projects, but, if I were a gambling man, I'd bet that Dave 
has a lot of fun stuff for us ‘up his sleeve’.

I got a questing of sorts here about power control. It works like this: 


I have two very nice QRP rigs here, each of which is capable of at least 
15 W most bands. One has a simple one-knob power level control & the 
other one has this two button & turn a knob then push another button 
control. Each of ‘em is routed to the homebrew AN762 sorta-kit 140 W PA. 
I can flip a switch & but the K2 or the SG-2020 into the PA & get nice 
output. Only one problem. 


When I switch bands or flip the "operate" switch on the PA, I often 
forget to turn the output down on whichever transceiver I'm using to the 
PA. Overdrive city, as you can well imagine. With the K2, the solution is 
almost as immediate as releasing the key. I simply turn the RF output 
knob down to something reasonable. (The PA only needs about 3 W on most 
bands to plunk the PA's internal 150 W meter against the peg.) With the 
'2020, the solution is a bit more complicated than releasing the key: I 
have to push two buttons, turn the VFO knob until the display shows the 
power level I want and then push another button to implement that change. 


What I'm thinkin' is either (a) some sort of sensor inside the PA that 
would unlatch the T/R switch (and thus release the input drive to the PA) 
or (b) some sort of ALC feedback from the AMP that would sense the 
overdrive condition & then turn the appropriate transceiver's power down. 


One condition of the K2 that I appreciate, but only as a possible future 
option/addition, is the computer/data control system that'll hose up to a 
DB9 in the butt of the radio. With the '2020, that situation ain't even 
in the possible futures list. Even an ALC feedback line ain't in the 
possible futures list. (A design for the future approach with the K2 that 
you really have to appreciate, although I have to say that I like the 
'2020, especially for SSB [but not PSK, since the VOGAC processor is not 
a turn-off option].) 


So I'm looking at this drive-T/R switch-turn-off circuit (situation [a]) 
inside the PA. Like this: 


Some sort of sensor turns the RF intput into a voltage which pokes into a 
comparator. The comparator takes that input sensed voltage & compares it 

to the reference (say 3 W [or 11-12 VDC against a 50 Ohm reference]). If 

the sensed input voltage is higher than the reference (11 V), then a 


transistor switch releases the T/R relay (yeah, I ain't got around to 
them diodes just yet . . . one level of frustration at a time, please!) & 
the drive to the amp is shunted straight through as if the amp weren't 
even there. 


Complicated? Yeah. Can I dream it up? Maybe. Will it work? Heck, that's 
why I'm asking you weasel-smokin' crazy people! 


(Sidenote: My youngest got a digital camera for Christmas. Yeah, I know: 
I shoulda got it. Anyway, I took a picture of the shack & Cindy took a 
picture of me & I PhotoShopped myself into the scene. Grumpy Santa hat & 
all. If I can get to it today (amidst the cleaning up from every relative 
& their kids bein' over here yesterday), I'll put it on the revised & 
soon to be completely uploaded radio site . . . which is another story .

I am the proud 
owner of both a DSW-30 and a DSW-40 as well as a just completed PSK-20. 

All the rigs are number one, top notched solid state rigs. They are easy to 
build, east to align, and easy to operate.

This has PROBABLY been on the list many times before.... though I can't find 
the answer in the HW8 Handbook or the articles on mods to the HW9.... 


Have a very nice HW9 bought used (how else?) about 2 months ago. Works fine 
(as unmodified HW9s do) in all respects except one - no RF output on 40 
metres. All other bands work respectably for an HW9 - and appears to key and 
function normally on 40 BUT no measurable RF out when I key. 


Ideas? Has been suggested to me that the output toroid core may have 
deteriorated and coil needs to be replaced - but what sources are there for 
correct parts? 


Grateful for any thoughts, insights, or experience. I like the rig otherwise 
and had planned to upgrade it with several of the published mods - but not 
if I can't rectify this problem.

Hello. 

I'm not sure from your post whether your HW-9's receiver works properly 
on 40 meters. There are many circuits in this rig that are common to both 
transmitter and receiver (as in many xcvrs). If the HW-9's receiver works 
properly, then virtually all of the circuitry for the transmitter 'must' 
be 'working'. The converse is NOT necessarily true. 


One easy-yet-telling test to perform: 

Using an oscilloscope, signal levels at TP101 and TP-103 on the 
oscillator board, while the bandswitch is in the 40m position, should be 
similar to that when the bandswitch is in, say, the 30m position... 
different frequencies, of course. 


40 meter-only components include those in the 40 meter bandpass and 
lowpass filters on the 'T/R' board... AND the 21.830 mHz crystal and 
associated diodes, resistors, capacitors and inductors in the 40 meter 
section of the 'Oscillator board'. 


I have found the tuning of the HFO crystal oscillators to be a bit 
touchy... occasionally having to compromise between ‘optimum' oscillator 
output level and ‘accurate' oscillator frequency.

The great southern ice storm of December 2000 is still 
progressing across Arkansas, Texas, and Oklahoma. When 
I woke up this AM my Ozark mtn top had received 1/4" 
of ice. All my antennas SWR's were redlined! 


With numerous chores to do I barely got my PW-1 
mounted on a 8ft ladder, 4 radials spread, and tuned 
up on 14.060mHz in time for the 18:00z start of day 1. 


I set my K2 for 200mW, and hit the ist button on my 
Ten Tec 290 attenuator, dropping to 100mW.

W7CNL, Jack from ID was along with his 500mW, 
and then N4ROA Dan in VA with 250mW was a real 559. 


Not exactly under the wire was KOZK who got my 
exchange in time, but I didnt get his info until 
22:01z so wont add him to my contest log. It was a 
sweet QSO, with Arn in ID, and his K2 running 5w to an 
indoor dipole. 

I did the QRPp Limbo, dropping my power to 40, and 
finally 20mW and he still was able to copy "20mwW"! 


Not bad for 20mW to a PW-1 mobile/portable vertical, 
and just 4 raised radials! 


On 20M you can milliwatt with any halfway decent 
antenna. I love my 2 el quad, dont get me wrong! All I 
did was mount the thing on a ladder, tune for 1.2 SWR 
and operate! 


Maybe the 2+" of ice on the ground helped?! hi hi 


Contest starts tomorrow, Wednesday at 20:00z and runs 
till 00:00z, so try and check in. Thursday its from 
22:00z to 02:00z. NQ5RP, the Arkansas QRP Club will be 
handing out 3000 bonus points on 100mW contacts. Be 
there if you can.
